Va < d ofthe Plague is at this pzeſent diſperſed and ſcattered, aſwell into 
RE 2. | ſenerall Pariches of the Citie of London, ag into ſundꝛy other parts 
ot the Kingdome , and now lately come into ſeuerall houſes ofthe 
TN Rl Eltie of Weſtminſter, ſome of them not farrefrom the place where 
ee Courts of Juſtice are vſually holden; And fozeleeing. that ifthe 

|| generallreſozt, and concourſe of people from all parts ofthe Kings 
dome to Weſtminſter, fo2 the occaſions of the next Terme, ſhould be 
continued in the oꝛdinary tourſe, the ſame might bee an occaſion of further diſperſing the ſayd 
Funfection , alwell in the ſaid Cities of London and weſtminſtcr ,as in other places, eſpectally 

in the Thꝛough fare Townes, which yet (by Gods mexcte ) ſtand free; And hoping that by 
the deferring and putting off the buſineſſe of thenext Terme of S. Michael, foz ſome ofthe firſt 
Returnes thereof, and thereby keeping the Sicke from the whole, till the coldneſle of the 
veere come further on, may c hy Gods bleſſing) bee a good meane to pꝛeuent the further ſpzea- 
ding of that Contagion, whereby His Maieſtie, the Queene , andPzince , may afterwards 
with moze ſafety come ⁊ abide at their bſuallplaces of Reſidence # acceſſe, and Hts Sublects, 
aſwell foz their Suits in Law , as foz their Trade and Commerce, refozt to the ſayd Cities 

of London and Weſtminſter , Is therefoze of His eſpetiall fauour and Pzincely goodnes, reſol- 
ued to Adiourne the ſayd Terme of S. Michael, (That is to ſay) in, and fromthe Vras thereof, 
vnto the fourth Returne or the ſayd Terme, called Menſe Michaelis next comming, which his 
Pateſtie ſignifieth to all his louing Subietts of this his Realme , to the intent that they and 
euery of them, who haue cauſe oꝛ commandement to appeare in any of his Highneſle Courts 

at Weſtminſter, in. oꝛ at any day oꝛ time from and atter the ſayd Vtas of S. Michael, may tarry at 
their dwellings, oz where their buſineſſe otherwiſe Challlye, without reſoꝛting to any ofthe 
ſaid Courts fo2 that cauſe befoze the ſayd Returne of Menſe Michaelis next comming ; And that 
without danger o fozketture, penaltte, 02 contempt to bee incurred towards his Pateſtie in 
that behalte. 


Andneuerthelelle His Maieſties pleaſure is, that two ofHis Yuſlices(that is to lay)of either 
Bench one, ſhall the firſt day of the ſaid Terme of S. Michael, called Octabis Michaelis, accozding 
to the ancient oꝛder of the Lawes keepe the Eſloynes of the ſaid Od abis Michaelis. At which 
Vs of S. Michael Mꝛits of Adiournement ſhall be directed to the laid Juſtices,giuing them an 
thozitie to Adiourne the ſaid Terme of S. Michael from the Veas thereof, vutill the ſatd ſourth 
Returne of Menſe Michaelis (as afozeſatd.) And the ſaid Adiournement ſhall be made in the firſt 
dap of the ſaid Vtas, commonly called the day of Eſſoynes. 

And further HisWateſties pleaſure is, that all matters, Cauſes and Suites depending in 
any of his other Courts, betweene party and party, alwell in His Highnes Courts of Chan. 
cery, Starchamber and Exchequer, as in the Courts ot wards and Ltueries, Duchy of Tan⸗ 
caſter, and Court of Requeſts ſhall haue continuance, and the parties ſhall haue day from the 
date of theſe pzeſents, vntill the ſaid fourth Returne, as befoze is ſaid. 

Pꝛouided alwayes, and His Maieſties Pleaſure and Commandement is, That all Collec- 
to25, Receiners, Sheriffes and other Accomptants,and all other perſons that ſhouldoz ought 
to accompt oꝛ pay any ſumme oꝛ ſummes of money in any of His Maieſties Courts of Exche⸗ 
quer. Court of Wards and Liueries, and of his Duchyof Lancaſter, oꝛ in any of them, oz 
to enter into any Accompt in any of the ſaid Courts, hall repayze vnto the accuſtomed 
places at Weſtminſter where Hts Highneſle hath appointed ſuch Officers and Miniſters, as fo: 
that purpoſe his Maieſtie hath thought expedient, and there to pay and doe in euerp behalfe, 
as though no ſuch Pꝛotlamation ot Adiournement had beene had oz made. 

Aud His Highneſle further pleaſure and Commandement is, That all Sheriffes ſhall re- 
turne their wꝛitts aud Pꝛotes againſt all ſuch Artomptants and Debtoꝛs, at the dapes there- 
in appointed. And if any perſon oꝛ perſons who ought to Accompt oz pay any ſumme oz 
ſummes of money to His Pateſtte in any of the Courts and places afozeſaid, doe make default 
therein, That then His Highneſle wꝛitts and P2oceſſe ſhall be awarded againſt them, and duly 
ſerued and Returnedby the Sheriffes and other £fficers,as the ſame ſhould haue been if this 
pzeſent Pꝛotlamation had not beene made. And ik any Sheriffe oz other Officer ſhall make 
default, oꝛ bee negligent in Serutng, Executing, oz Returning of any the voꝛitts oz Pꝛoteſſe 
afozeſaid, That then euery ſuch Sheriffe and other Officer ſhall incurre ſuch paines and pe- 
nalties as by the ſaid Courts, oꝛ any of them ſhall bee Taxed and Aſſeſſed , willing and 
commanding all and euery His Mateſties Sheriffes, Officers, Miniſters and Subietts to 
whom it doth oꝛ ſhall appertaine to obſerue and keepe their Aſſemblies aud Apparances with 
all their Returnes and Certificates in His Highneſſe. ſaid Courts at Weſtminſter, in Menſe Mi- 
chaelis next tomming, then and there to be holden and kept, and there to doe their Offices and 
Duties in euer behalfe, in like manner and fozme, as they ſhould oz ought to haue done 
il this preſent Pzoclamation had not beene had oz made, as thy willanſwere tothe tontrarie at 
their perils, 

And further His moſt Excellent Mateſtte, vpon the ſamereaſons, and out of the ſamepzo- 
utdent care to take away all other occaſions of needleſſe reſozt and concourſe in this time of 
danger, doth hereby ſtraitly charge and command that no perſon oz perſons bponpzetence of 
ſeeking helpe oꝛ Cure of the diſcaſe commonly called The Kings Euill, doe pzeſume oz attempt 
to come to His Mateſttes Eourt,oz to the Cities of London oz Weſtminſter foz that purpoſe befoze 
Palme Sunday next comming, bpon paineof His Pateſties high diſpleaſure, his Maieſtie 


Hereby declaring himlelle that his relolution is not to lit toꝛ healing bntMatter that day; And 
therefoze his Maieſtie doeth further charge and tommand all his Officers and Miniſters to 
whom the ſame may appertame to make ſtap oł all ſuch as ſhall be comming againſt this his 
Nopall Commandement, and returne them backe tothe plates from whentetheycame, with 
ſuch condigne punichment foꝛ their mildemeanour, as they ſhall thinke fit. 

And laſtly, betauſe his Maieſtie hath obſerued, that diuers Noblemen, Knights and other 
perſons of qualitie, haue beene accuſtomed towards the winter ſeaſon, to giue ouer their 
Houle keeping and hoſpitality in the Countrey where they dwell, and to come bp and liue oz 
loiourne at London gz Weſtminſter, 02 other Cities and Townes; A thing which hathbeene 
blually foꝛbidden, not onely in the times ok the late Queene EL IZ A BET EH, and of his Ma- 
leſties Father ot bleſſed memoꝛie,) but in the times of other his Royall Pzedeceſſo2s, and 
1s of very euill tonlequenee, the vointer time being a time when the Countrep hach moſt need 
ok their Reſidence and keeping amongſt their Neighbours, and attending the publique Ser- 
uites aud occaſions thereof, but aboue all other times, is not to bee permitted in times of In⸗ 
fection and Dearth; His Mateſttes expꝛeſſe pleaſure and Will ts, and hee doth hereby ſtrait⸗ 
ly charge and command foꝛ the reaſons and conſiderations afozeſayd) That they continue 
at their vſuall dweltings and habitations in the Countreyfoz the Winter ſeaſon now com- 
ming, without remoouing themlelues and their Families from the places of their abode to 
London oꝛ Weſtminſtcr,oz other Cities and great Towns, ſauing that ſuch as fo2 attending their 
Suits in Law , oꝛ other iuſt caufe ſhall bee occaſioned thereunto , may come bp to London oz 
Weſtminſter, leauing their Families in the Countrey,,and to returne againe thither after their 
buſineſſe diſpatched , alwell to auoyd their owne danger, as to be acomfozt and reliefeto ſuch 
of their pooze Neighbours as ſhall ſtand in neede thereof; And if they haue any place of au⸗ 
thoꝛity, (as being Juſtices of Peace, oꝛ other Officers) to take due tare aſwell fo: pꝛeuen⸗ 
ting the further lpꝛeading ol the Plague, as to ſee that the Markets be well ſerued with Cozne 
and pꝛouiſions at reaſonable Rates and Pzices 2 All which his Maieſty ſtraitiy chargeth 
and commandeth to bee duely obſerued by all fuch whom the ſame ſhall any way concerne, 
bpon paine of his Maieſttes high diſpleaſure, and of ſuch further puniſhment, as by the 
Lawes, oz his Mateſties Royall Pzerogattue may bee tnflicted vpon them, foz contemning 
9: diſobeying this his Mateſttes Commandement at their perils,
